allver tree.” 


At about 1.30 p.m. on November 
27, went on Mr. Silva, the com- 
plainant, who was the wife of the 
mannger of the Yaumati Theatre. 
was walking along: Jordan’ Roac 
with her sister when defondant 
stopped them and asked her if she 
avanted to have her fortune told. 
She was. finally persuaded ta de #7, 
and yaken to o house in Reclammn- 
tion Street where she was given 
certain “charms” and asked to say 
certain prayers, Several  inter- 
views followed between the com- 
plainant and the defendant, after 
which the Intter asked for $160 
promising to get her $6,000 or 
$7,000 in return. . He said he would 
pub the money in a jar which he 
would seal up, and in a few days, 
he would open it and produce a tew 
thousand dollars. She snid she did 
not have the money then, and asked 
him to wait until the firat of the 
month. 


Handed Over Money. 


At any rate, said Mr. Silva, she 
paid over to him $160 on Decem- 
ber 2. This money was given her 
by her husband for house-keeping 
and for doctors’ billa. When she 
returned in a few days to collect 
the few thousand dollara, she found 
that the jar was not in evidence. 
She accordingly asked for her 
money back, but defendant re- 

used, 


Complainant then gave evidence 
of meeting the defendant in ine 
strect and of having beon given 
yome “charms to swallow on 
several occasions. She suid she 
handed over the $150 thinking that 
she would get $6,000 or 37,000. 


Cross-examining, Mr. Rendall 
said part of his defence was that 
the charge had been trumped up by 
the complainant, as the defendant 
had stated in answer to the charge 
when he was taken'to the Yaumati 
Police Station.

IN RUSSIA NOW. 

At u moment when the economic 
eyatem in other parts of the world 
appears to have badly broken down, 
it ja interesting and instructive to 
‘urn for a monisnt to the hugs ox. 
periment being carried out in Ruse 
aia, known as the Five-Year Plan, 
in spite of all the predictions of 
failure, it would seem that the ex- 
periment is boing proceeded with 
bycn well in advance of schedule, 
news 
from Moscow, it is expected ta be 
completed a year ahead of the time 
originally set. ideas may differ 
ns to the methods adopted for put- 
ting the plan into effect. but the 
world cannot afford to ignore what 
is happening in Russia, where 
practically ‘the whole population ix 
concentrating on the accomplish- 
ment of this great effort. In the 
meantime, of course, the workers 
are having a very thin timo, but 
it is Known to be the Soviet’s policy 
that once the first, section of the 
plan is concluded, the next atep 
will be to raise the standard of liv- 
ing of the people. This, it ts as- 
serted, will be made fully possible 
as the experiment begins to vield 
‘angible results, 

One point to be borne in mind 
is that the great majority of the 
people, including the children, are 
balng concentrated on this huge 
task. Indeed, the young people are 
being taught to think and work on 
diatincdly communistic lines. Some 
interesting Facts on what is hap- 
pening were recently disclosed by 
a visitor to Russia, who found 
that the-League of Communist’c 
Youth has something like four mil- 
Hon members between the ages of 
fourteen and twenty-three. There 
Komsomols, as they are called, are 
the pick of the young men and wo- 
men, carefully trained in economics 
and politics, ax ‘well as in their 
awn jobs, They are active in the 
fuetories, the villages und the 
schools. Next come the Pioneers, 
nged from ten to sixteen, and then 
the Little Octobrists, trom eiht to 
eleven. Each organisation  in- 
spires and gides that below it. 

«ch has its rules, its slogans anc 
its technique; but all are of the 
same pattern and concentrated on 
the same, purpose. The point to 
te remembered ia that all these 
youthful millions are themaclves 
being educated and are educating 
others in a new model; they are 
establishing new codes of morals 
yind manners; and thoy are con-.

Nanking, Doe. 23. 


Dr. C. C. Wu has been appolnted 
Chairman of tho Spcclal Foreign 
Affairs Commission, which {5 con- 
sidered a step towards the Foreign 
Ministership. . : 


‘Reports are current that the 
Canton and Nanking Kuomintan: 
leaders intend to petition Chiang 
Kai-shek to return to the capital to 
take an active part in the new 
Government. <A delegation will 
probably proceed to Fenghua to 
persunde Chiang Kal-shek to 
emerge from his retirement. — 
Reiter, 


New Government. 


Nanking, Dec. 23. 

There ts a distinct possibility of 
the return to power in Nanking 
of the Kuomintang Conservatives, 
Leftists and the Western Hills 
Clique leadera to control the five 
Councils and the leading Kuomin- 
tang Committees. 


The departure of Chiang Kai- 
shek and his statement declining 
to accept re-election signifies the 
determination of the Chekiang 
Kuomintang clique to give the 
Cantonese leadera an opportunity 
to reorganise the Government. 


‘The Cantonese leaders are con- 
fident that both Mesars. Hu Han- 
min and Wang Ching-wei will 
tee fo come. to Nanking at 
the earliest opportunity ~ to take 
over the refns of government, and 
political gossips state that elther 
Mr. Wan; Ching-wei or Mr, Hu 
Han-min will be elected President 
of the Executive Council and Mr. 
Sun Fo vice-President of the 
Executive Council, and concir- 
rently successor to Mr. 'T. V. Soong 
in the Finance Ministry. 

The Weatern Hill Party will not 
be Heft out. in view of their sup- 
port of the Southern, Government 
in Canton, which has bee instru- 
mental in forcing the resignation 
of Chiang Kalf-shek. Mr. Chow 
Iu, one of the recognised lenders 
of the Western Hills Clique, will 
probably be elected as Minister of 
Railways, a post formerly held by 
Mr. Sun Fo, 


Mr. Li Wen-fan, a Conservative 
leader and Mr. Hu Han-min’s 
secretary, will be elected “head of 
the Ministry of Communications, 
a portfolio which Mr, Wang Po- 
chun, a follower .of Chiang Kai- 
shek, has been holding: since 1928. 


The Foreign Minister. 


Mr, Chen Kung-poh, a Kuomin- 
tung Leftist leader and a journ- 
alist, orator and powerful writer, 
may be assigned to head the 
Ministry of Industry following the 
resignation of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
relative, Mr. H. H. Kung, from 
this post a couple of days ago. 


Because of the’ Manchurian ten- 
sion the Government lenders ure 
giving serious attention to the ap- 
pointment of the new Foreign 
Minister to succeed Mr. Welling- 
ton Koo, who has resigned. Mr. 
Eugene Chen, who. has been men- 
tioned as the. Cantonese choice 
for this post, has left for Shanghai 
and is representing the Fourth 
Congress in a conference with 
Mr. Wang Ching-wei.

He was wenring pyjamas and a 
dressing gown, and had apparently 
fallen 50ft. from hie bedroom win- 
dow on the fourth floor. 

His wife and step-daughter, who 
were sleeping in the next room: to 
his, knew nothing of the tragedy 
till they wero awakened by the 
manageress of the hotel. 

Admiral Hyde, who had been 
staying at the hotel for about two 
months, recently had a number of 
teeth extracted, but was otherwise 
in vood health. A friend who was 
with him the provious evening de- 
scribed him as “very jolly, happy, 
and normal.” , 

Admiral Hyde was 59, and en-! 
tered the Navy in 1886. He became 
a captain in 1912, served in the 
Grand Fleet during the war, and 
was in North Russia in 1918 and 
1919.
